Tropical Storm 
Bonnie moving 
toward oil spill

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) 
— A rainstorm in the southern 
Bahamas accelerated into 
Tropical Storm Bonnie on 
Thursday while following a 
course that could take it over 
the site of the Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill. 

Rain and lightning raked the 
low-lying Turks and Caicos 
Islands and the Bahamas, and 
forecasters at the U.S. National 
Hurricane Center in Miami 
said the storm could reach the 
Gulf of Mexico by Saturday. 
By Thursday evening, the 
center said Bonnie had 
maximum sustained winds 
of 40 mph, and was centered 
about 200 miles southeast 
of the Bahamian capital of 
Nassau. It already had caused 
flooding in Puerto Rico, the 
Dominican Republic and 
Haiti.

Venezuela severs 
ties with Colombia

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — President Hugo Chavez severed 
Venezuela’s diplomatic relations with Colombia on Thursday over 
claims he harbors guerrillas, and he charged that his neighbor’s 
leader could attempt to provoke a war. 

Chavez said he was forced to break off all relations because 
Colombian officials claim he has failed to move against leftist 
rebels who allegedly have taken shelter in Venezuelan territory. 
Chavez acted moments after Colombian Ambassador Luis Alfonso 
Hoyos presented a meeting of the Organization of American States 
in Washington with photos, videos, witness testimony and maps of 
what he said were rebel camps inside Venezuela and challenged 
Venezuelan officials to let independent observers visit them.

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House OKs additional unemployment benefits

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Congress has approved 
legislation to restore 
unemployment benefits to 
Americans who have been 
out of work for six months 
or more, ending a seven- 
week interruption that caused 
2 1/2 million people to lose 
unemployment benefits 
averaging about $300 a week. 
The 272-152 House vote 
Thursday will send the 
measure to President Barack 
Obama, who has promised 
to quickly sign it. The House 
vote came less than 24 hours 
after a mostly party-line 
Senate vote Wednesday on 
the measure, which is just one 
piece of a larger Democratic 
jobs agenda that has otherwise 
mostly collapsed after months 
of battles with Republicans. 
Ahead of November 
congressional elections 

Democrats can argue by 


approving the measure they 
stand with workers trying to 
find employment in a sluggish 
economy while Republicans 
can charge Democrats are 
continuing to pile up the 
federal deficit. 

Retroactive payments could 
go out as early as next week 
in some states, while in others 
it could take a few weeks for 
beneficiaries to receive their 
money under the legislation, 
which provides much-needed 
help to 5 million eligible 
unemployed workers. About 
half of those eligible have 
had their benefits cut off since 
funding expired June 2. 
“Americans who are working 
day and night to get back 
on their feet and support 
their families in these tough 
economic times deserve more 
than obstruction and partisan 
game-playing,” Obama said in 
a statement Wednesday night. 
The measure is what remains of 
a Democratic effort launched 
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in February to renew elements 
of last year’s stimulus bill. But 
Republican opposition forced 
Democrats to drop $24 billion 
in aid to state governments 
to help them avoid layoffs 
and higher taxes, as well as 
a popular package of expired 
tax cuts and a health insurance 
subsidy for the unemployed. 
Most Republicans opposed the 
measure because it would add 
$34 billion to a national debt 
that has hit $ 13 trillion, arguing 
that it should have been paid 
for with cuts to other programs, 
such as unspent money from 
last year’s economic stimulus 
bill, which is earning mixed 
grades at best from voters as 
unemployment averages 9.5 
percent nationwide. 

“The other side says that 
these unemployment benefits 
stretching to almost two years 
are needed and must be added 


to the $13 trillion debt, even 
as they claim their trillion- 
dollar stimulus plan has been 
a success at creating millions 
of jobs,” said Rep. Charles 
Boustany, a Repulican. “It 
makes you wonder if they’re 
looking at the same jobs data 
as the rest of us.” 

It is a change of heart for 
many Republicans who 
voted for deficit-financed 
unemployment benefits in 
the past, including twice 
during George W. Bush’s 
administration. 

Earlier this year, Republicans 
allowed a temporary 
unemployment measure to 
pass without even calling for 
a roll call vote. 

Opinionpolls show that deficits 
and debt are of increasing 
concern to voters, however, 
especially with Republicans’ 
core conservative supporters 


and the tea party activists 
whose support they’re courting 
in hopes of retaking control of 
Congress. 

Democrats counteredthatmany 
economists say unemployment 
benefits boost the economy 
since most beneficiaries spend 
them immediately, injecting 
money into the economy. But 
any such effects are likely to be 
modest when measured against 
a $14.6 trillion economy. 
“Unemployment benefits 
protect those who are have 
lost their jobs through no fault 
of their own but would lead 
to more jobs, higher wages, 
and a stronger economy for 
all Americans,” countered the 
leader of the House, Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, a Democrat. 
“The money will be spent 
immediately on necessity, 
injecting demand into the 
economy, creating jobs.”□ 


Fired employee gets No. 11’m sorry’ _ from Obama

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Flooded with apologies from 
everywhere, Shirley Sherrod 
got the biggest “I’m sorry” 
of all ON Thursday from a 
contrite President Barack 
Obama, who personally 
appealed to the ousted 
Agriculture Department 
worker to come back. Sherrod, 
who was forced to resign on 
Monday because of racial 
comments she made at a civil 
rights group’s gathering, was 
asked by Obama to rejoin 
the federal government and 
transform “this misfortune” 
into a chance to use her life 
experiences to help people, 
said White House press 
secretary Robert Gibbs. 
Obama had stayed out of the 
public brouhaha that followed 
Sherrod’s ouster from the 
Agriculture Department after 
a conservative blogger posted 
a truncated clip of the black 
woman’s comments and 
portrayed her as racist. Once 
it became clear that the speech 
in question was advocating 
racial reconciliation, not 
racism, Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack apologized to 
her and offered her a new 
job Wednesday. Gibbs also 
apologized publicly “for the 
entire administration.” 
Thursday morning, Obama

spoke by phone with Sherrod 
and said he hoped she would 
accept Agriculture’s offer of 
a new position, Gibbs said. 
He added that Obama thought 
Sherrod was “very gracious.” 
Sherrod said she had not 
decided whether to accept the 
invitation to return, but she 
did accept the apologies. 

In an excerpt of an ABC News 
interview broadcast Thursday, 
Obama said Vilsack was 
too quick to seek Sherrod’s 
dismissal. “He jumped the 
gun, partly because we now 
live in this media culture 
where something goes up 
on YouTube or a blog and 
everybody scrambles,” Obama 


said. 

The president said he has 
instructed “my team” to make 
sure “that we’re focusing on 
doing the right thing instead 
of what looks to be politically 
necessary at that very moment. 
We have to take our time and 
think these issues through.” 
As top government officials 
begged for her forgiveness, 
Sherrod did not shy away from 
telling her story on television. 
She hopped from network to 
network, even chatting with 
the ladies of ABC’s “The 
View” and letting CNN film 
part of her call with Obama as 
she traveled the streets of New 
York City in a car.Q 
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Judge hears arguments over Arizona immigration law

PHOENIX (AP) — The 
Arizona immigration law came 
under new legal scrutiny in a 
packed courtroom Thursday 
as a federal judge considered 
whether the crackdown should 
take effect next week amid a 
flurry of legal challenges. 
Judge Susan Bolton did not 
issue a ruling after two court 
hearings stemming from 
lawsuits brought against the 
law, which has reignited the 
U.S. immigration debate. 

The hearings drewconsiderable 
interest as Republican Gov. Jan 
Brewer and the federal Justice 
Department’s top lawyer in 
Arizona both attended, along 
with dozens of spectators. 
Several opponents of the 
law were arrested after they 
sat in the middle of a busy 
thoroughfare outside the 
courthouse and unfurled a 
massive banner that said “We 
will not comply.” 

Bolton has been asked to block 
the law from taking effect as 
she hears several lawsuits that 
question the constitutionality 
of the measure. 

Opponents say the law will 
lead to racial profiling and 
trample on the rights of the 
hundreds of thousands of 
illegal immigrants in Arizona. 
Supporters say the law is a 
necessary response to combat 
the litany of problems brought 
on by illegal immigration 
and the federal government’s 
inability to secure the border. 
Bolton, an appointee of 
former President Bill Clinton, 
repeatedly questioned Justice 
Department attorney Edwin 
Kneedler to explain how 
specific provisions of the law 
intruded on federal authority 
as he had argued. 

“Why can’t Arizona be as 
inhospitable as they wish to 
people who have entered the 
United States illegally?” she 
said. 

Without prodding from 
attorneys, the judge also 
pointed out to lawyers 
the everyday realities of 
Arizona’s immigration 

woes, such as signs that the 
federal government erected 
in a wilderness area south of 


Phoenix that warns visitors 
about drug and immigrant 
traffickers passing through 
public lands. 

She also noted the immigrant 
smuggling stash houses that 
are a fixture on the news in 
Arizona. “You can barely go 
a day without a location being 
found in Phoenix where there 
are numerous people being 
harbored,” Bolton said. 
Kneedler said the law’s 
requirements that law 
enforcement check on 
people’s immigration status 
set a mandatory policy that 
goes beyond what the federal 
government requires and 
would burden the federal 
agency that responds to 
immigration-status inquiries. 
Attorney John Bouma, who 
represents Brewer, said the 
federal government wants 
to keep its authority while 
turning a blind eye to illegal 
immigrants. 

“You can’t catch them if you 
don’t know about them. They 
don’t want to know about 
them,” he said. 

Brewer said she’s confident the 
state will prevail, adding that 
Bolton “certainly understands 
the dangers that Arizonans 
face in regards to harboring 
illegals.” 

During the morning hearing, 
Bolton told lawyers for the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union that she’s required to 
consider blocking only parts 
of the law, not the entire statute 
as they had requested. 

ACLU attorney Omar Jadwat 
said the law’s provisions 
are supposed to work 
together to achieve a goal of 
prodding illegal immigrants 
to leave the state. He called 
it unconstitutional and 
dangerous. 

Most of the controversy about 
the law centers on provisions 
related to stops and arrests of 
people, new crimes related 
to illegal immigrants, and a 
requirement that immigrants 
carry and produce their 
immigration papers. 

Other parts of the law getting 
little attention deal with 
impoundment of vehicles and 
sanctions against employment 
of illegal immigrants. 

Bouma told Bolton that those 


challenging the law haven’t 
demonstrated that anyone 
would suffer actual harm if 
it takes effect, and that facts 
— not conjecture — must be 
shown. 

“In Arizona we have a 
tremendous Hispanic heritage. 
To think that everybody that’s 
Hispanic is going to be stopped 
and questioned ... defies 
reality,” Bouma said. “All this 
hypothetical that we’re going 
to go out and arrest everybody 
that’s Hispanic, look around. 
That’s impossible.” 
Defendants include various 
county officials from 
throughout the state, most 
of whom sent lawyers to the 
hearing. Cochise County 
Sheriff Larry Dever was there 
in person, sitting at the front of 
the courtroom. 

Dever’s county is on the 
Arizona-Mexico border and he 
knew a rancher who was killed 
in March on his sprawling 
border property by a suspected 
illegal immigrant, possibly a 
scout for drug smugglers. 

The killing of Robert Krentz 
in many ways set the stage for 
the new Arizona law to pass, 
with politicians calling for 
action amid border violence. 
Before the hearings, opponents 
gathered in prayer and carried 
paper doves attached to plants 
representing olive branches, a 
symbol of peace. 

The law requires officers, 
while enforcing other laws, to 
check a person’s immigration 
status if there’s a reasonable 
suspicion that the person is 
here illegally. It also bans 
people from blocking traffic 
when they seek or offer day- 
labor services on streets and 
prohibits illegal immigrants 
from soliciting work in public 
places. 

Since Brewer signed the 
measure into law in April, it 
has inspired rallies in Arizona 
and elsewhere by advocates on 
both sides of the immigration 
debate. Some opponents have 
advocated a tourism boycott 
of Arizona. 

It also led an unknown number 
of illegal immigrants to leave 
Arizona for other U.S. states 
or their home countries and 
prompted seven challenges by 
the Justice Department, civil

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House panel charges Rangel with ethics misdeeds

WASHINGTON (AP) A 
House investigative committee 
on Thursday charged New 
York Rep. Charles Rangel

with multiple ethics violations, 
dealing a serious blow to 
the former Ways and Means 
chairman and complicating 
Democrats ’ election-year 
outlook. 
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The panel did not immediately 
specify the charges against the 
Democrat, who has served in 
the House for some 40 years 
and is fourth in seniority. The 
chargesbyafour-memberpanel 
of the House ethics committee 
sends the case to a House 
trial, where a separate eight- 
member panel of Republicans 
and Democrats will decide 
whether the violations can be 
proved by clear and convincing 
evidence. The timing of the 
announcement ensures that 
a public airing of Rangel’s 
ethical woes will stretch into 
the campaign for November’s 
elections. Republicans are 
certain to make it an issue as 
they try to capture majority 
control of the House. Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi once promised to 
“drain the swamp” of ethical 
misdeeds by lawmakers in 
arguing that Democrats should 
be in charge of the Congress. 


Responding to the charges, 
Rangel said in a statement, 
“I was notified today, two 
years after I requested an 
investigation, that the Ethics 
Committee will refer the 
allegations reviewed by an 
investigations subcommittee 
to a subcommittee that will 
review the facts. I am pleased 
that, at long last, sunshine 
will pierce the cloud of 
serious allegations that have 
been raised against me in the 
media.” 

Pelosi spokesman Brendan 
Daly said, “The action today 
would indicate that the 
independent, bipartisan ethics 
committee process is moving 
forward.” 

Republicans immediately 
seized on the case. The party’s 
leader in the House, Rep. John 
Boehner, referred to Pelosi’s 
“drain the swamp” promis 
and said the charges were 


“a sad reminder of Speaker 
Pelosi’s most glaring broken 
promise.” 

Rangel led the tax-writing 
Ways and Means panel until 
he stepped aside last March 
after the ethics committee 
criticized him in a separate 
case — finding that he should 
have known corporate money 
was paying for his trips to two 
Caribbean conferences. 
Officials said that in the 
current case, the committee 
and Rangel’s attorney tried 
unsuccessfully to negotiate a 
settlement. The officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity to 
discuss private discussions. 
A settlement would have 
required Rangel to agree that 
he violated ethics rules. 

The Democrats currently 
hold 255 seats in the 435- 
seat House, with Republicans 
holding 178 and two seats 
vacant. Q 


Senate Democrats abandon 
comprehensive energy bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate Democrats on 
Thursday gave up plans to attempt to pass an 
energy bill that caps greenhouse gases blamed 
for global warming, abandoning a priority of 
President Barack Obama. 

He had hoped to add such a bill to the two 
biggest legislative successes of his presidency, 
a comprehensive health care bill and a broad 
reform of the U.S. banking and financial 
sector. 

The failure to pass energy legislation also 
is expected to weaken the U.S. negotiating 
position heading into international climate 
negotiations in Mexico at the end of the year. 
Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid said 
no Republican was willing to back a 
comprehensive energy bill, which he called 
“terribly disappointing.” 


Democrats have been trying for more than a 
year to pass a plan that would charge power 
plants, manufacturers and other large polluters 
for their heat-trapping carbon emissions, which 
contribute to global warming. 

The House of Representatives voted 219-212 
last year for a “cap and trade” plan featuring 
economic incentives to reduce carbon emissions 
from power plants, vehicles and other sources. 
Republicans slammed the bill as a “national 
energy tax” and killer of jobs, arguing that the 
costs would be passed to consumers as higher 
electricity bills and fuel costs that would lead 
manufacturers to take their factories overseas. 
Moderate House Democrats who voted for the 
bill, particularly freshmen from Republican¬ 
leaning districts, are among the Republicans ’ top 
takeover targets in November’s congressional 
elections. □ 
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Authorities seek cause of deadly Calif, bus crash

FRESNO, California 

(AP) — Authorities were 
investigating the cause of a 
deadly crash Thursday that 
killed six people, including 
two Mexican tourists, and 
seriously injured nine others 
when a Greyhound bus 
slammed into an overturned 
SUV. 

The bus, carrying 31 
passengers on a route from 
Los Angeles to Sacramento, 
struck the SUV in front of it, 
skidded into a concrete center 
divider and clipped another 
vehicle shortly after 2 a.m. a 
few miles (kilometers) from 
downtown Fresno, California 
Highway Patrol chief Jim 
Abrames said. 

The bus went off the right 
shoulder of the highway and 
down a 15-foot (4.5-meter) 
emban km ent before hitting 
a eucalyptus tree and coming 
to rest on a freeway off-ramp 
with its front end smashed 
and tree branches jutting into 
the vehicle. 

Authorities were inspecting 
mangled pieces of metal, 
broken glass and tom 
clothing scattered around the 
wreckage in search of clues 
about the crash. They also 
intended to examine data 
recorded onboard the bus. 

It could take months, 
however, before a final report 
is completed, Abrames said. 
Arlan Snider, who was 
traveling from Phoenix 
to Sacramento to visit his 
mother, said he was asleep in 
the middle section of the bus 
when the crash occurred. He 
awoke to the smell of smoke 
and injured passengers 
around him. 

“I woke up on the floor of the 
bus and started helping people 


off the bus,” Snider, 41, who 
escaped uninjured, said after 
arriving at Sacramento’s bus 
terminal. 

The six dead people included 
four women and two men. 
Three of the women had been 
traveling in the dark-blue 
SUV that had overturned 
and blocked both lanes, said 
Abrames, who heads the 
CHP’s Central California 
division. 

Twenty-one people were 
mshed to hospitals for 
treatment, and nine had 
moderate to critical injuries. 
The bus driver was 
identified as James Jewett, 
57, of Sacramento. He died 
instantly of massive injuries, 
said Fresno County Coroner 
Dr. David Hadden. 

“The front of the bus was 
destroyed and the front part 
of the bus was pushed into 
his driver’s seat,” Hadden 
said. 

The three women who died 
in the SUV were identified 
as Stephenie Cordoba, 20, 
and Vanessa Gonzalez, 19, 
both of Fresno, and Sylvia 
Lopez Garay, 18, of nearby 
Dinuba. Officials did not say 
who was driving. 

The passengers who died 
on the bus were identified 
as Epifania Solis, 60, of 
Madera, and Tomas Ponce, 
79, of Mexico. Ponce and 
his wife, Sinforosa Ponce, 
77, were heading to Merced 
to visit relatives. She was 
hospitalized with multiple 
injuries, the coroner said. 

The Chevy Trailblazer that 
overturned in the fast lane 
also landed at the bottom 
of the embankment, its roof 
partially caved in and doors 
crushed. 

Hadden said his office 
planned toxicology reports

on the drivers of the bus and 
SUV, with results expected 
in about a week. There were 
no obvious signs that anyone 
had been drinking, such as 
bottles in the vehicles, he 
said. 

The bus departed Los Angeles 
late Wednesday and stopped 
in Fresno before continuing 
on its route to Sacramento 
with 35 passengers on board, 
according to Greyhound 
officials. It was on its way 
to Madera for one of about 
eight scheduled stops when 
the crash occurred. 

BusesoperatedbyGreyhound 
Lines Inc. have been 
involved in 139 accidents 
nationwide over the past two 
years that included fatalities, 
injuries or vehicles that 
had to be towed, according 
to the U.S. Department of 
Transportation’s Federal 
Motor Carrier Safety 
Administration.

A broken oil well has 
spewed somewhere between 
94 million and 184 million 
gallons into the Gulf before 
a cap could be attached. 
The crisis — the biggest 
offshore oil spill in U.S. 
history — unfolded after 
the BP-leased Deepwater 
Horizon rig exploded April 
20, killing 11 workers. 
Some experts worry the 


hurricane season could 
worsen environmental 
damage from the spill, with 
powerful winds and large 
waves pushing oil deeper 
into estuaries and wetlands 
and also depositing more of 
the pungent, sticky mess on 
beaches. 

As the storm advanced 
Thursday, skies darkened 
and people stocked up 
on water and food in the 
southemBahamas and Turks 


and Caicos, island chains 
that are well-accustomed 
to rough weather. Many 
businesses remained open, 
but schools were already 
closed for the summer. 
Shannelle Lightboume, 27, 
shopped at a market in the 
island of Providenciales 
in Turks and Caicos after 
hearing warnings that it 
would rain heavily. 

“I am stocking up what I 
can,” she said. “I may not 
be able to leave my house.” 
Donna Musgrove, a 
businesswoman in 

Providenciales, said some 
streets were flooded. “It’s 
raining from one end of the 
island to the other,” she said. 
“The skies are completely 
dark.” 

The tropical depression did 
not pose a threat to tourist 
resorts in the islands. 

Tourist Ezra Uzzel, 45, of 
North Carolina, said he 
would not cut short his two- 
week vacation in the Turks 
and Caicos. 



“This if our third day, and if 
the reports are right, by the 
weekend we should have 
good weather again,” he 
said. 

Residents in the southeastern 
Bahamas endured heavy 
rains and copious lightning, 
but no damages or injuries 
had been reported. Officials 
with the Emergency 
Operations Center said they 
would travel to the area 
with basic supplies as soon 
as the weather improved. 
Julius Bonaby, 47, of 
Bahamas’ Crooked Island, 
said he went to the grocery 
store early Thursday and 
spent most of the day 
listening to radio weather 
reports with his wife and 
two children. 

“There’s a lot of wind,” he 
said. “We’re hoping it’ll 
pass over.” 

A tropical storm warning 
was issued for the central 
and northwestern Bahamas, 
for Florida’s east coast 
south of Golden Beach and 


also along Florida’s west 
coast northward to Bonita 
Beach. 

The system was expected 
bring heavy winds and 
rains to the Florida Keys 
in the next few days, but 
emergency officials said 
they were not planning 
any mandatory evacuations 
since they did not expect a 
major storm surge. 

As a precaution, storm 
shelters will open for tourists 
and residents who live on 
boats or have special needs.

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — The United Nations’ 
highest court ruled Thursday 
that Kosovo’s declaration 
of independence was legal, 
dealing a blow to Serbia, 
which vowed never to accept 
its former province as a 
separate state and warned 
the ruling could embolden 
separatist movements around 
the world. 

Kosovo Prime Minister 
Hashim Thaci hailed the ruling 
as a “historic victory” and “the 
best possible answer for the 
entire world,” while Foreign 
Minister, Skender Hyseni, 
said outside the International 
Court of Justice: “my message 
to the government of Serbia is 
6 Come and talk to us.’” 

A tiny patch of the Balkans 
with a population of 2 million, 
Kosovo declaredindependence 
in February 2008 after years of 
fruitless talks with Belgrade 
about its desire to break away. 
Issuingthenonbindingadvisory 


opinion, International Court 
of Justice President Hisashi 
Owada said international law 
contains “no ... prohibition of 
declarations of independence” 
and therefore Kosovo’s 
declaration “did not violate 
general international law.” 

In the capital, Pristina, ethnic 
Albanians honked their horns 
and waved Kosovo and U.S. 
flags to celebrate the ruling. 
“What happened today is 
the greatest joy for Kosovo 
since the declaration of 
independence,” said ethnic 
Albanian Shpresa Gosalci. “It 
is something that has sealed 
our status forever.” 

Kosovo’s independence has 
been accepted by 69 countries 
so far. U.N. diplomats say they 
expect the court’s decision to 
spur recognition of Kosovo 
as an independent state. After 
more than 100 countries 
grant such recognition — 
more than half the 192 U.N. 
member states — a senior 
Western diplomat said it will 
in effect have achieved “full 


statehood.” 

U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon will forward 
the advisory opinion to the 
General Assembly “which had 
requested the court’s advice 
and which will determine how 
to proceed on this matter,” 
U.N. spokesman Martin 
Nesirky said. 

“The secretary-general 

strongly encourages the parties 
to engage in a constructive 
dialogue,” Nesirky told 
reporters at U.N. headquarters 
in New York. “The secretary- 
general urges all sides to avoid 
any steps that could be seen 
as provocative and derail the 
dialogue.” 

Serbia’s diplomatic campaign 
to prevent recognition of 
Kosovo has left the fledgling 
nation in limbo and cut off from 
international organizations and 
European Union membership. 
Serbia’s stance is likely also 
hampering Kosovo’s attempts 
to join the EU, as the bloc 
insists member states have 
friendly relations with their 


neighbors. 

In a statement, EU foreign 
affairs chief Catherine Ashton 
said the future of Serbia and 
Kosovo lies in the EU.

RAFAH, Gaza Strip 
(AP) — A Palestinian 
tunnel smuggler with a 
blowtorch sliced through 
an underground steel wall 
early Thursday, the latest 
of what officials say are 
hundreds of holes cut into 
the Egyptian barrier meant 
to stop smuggling of goods, 
cash and weapons to the 
blockaded, Hamas-run 
Gaza Strip. 

Smugglers say the wall was 
never a serious obstacle, 
and they are far more 


worried about competition 
from consumer goods being 
brought to Gaza legally, 
now that Israel has eased its 
closure of the Palestinian 
territory. 

Rare Associated Press 
Television News footage 
showed the smuggler 
breaching the wall. 

“Look at what they call the 
best iron in the world,” he 
said, his face covered by a 
black-and-white headscarf 
as he rested near the new 
opening. “We melt it like 
cheese.” He refused to 
give his name for fear of 



retribution from Egyptian 
authorities. 

The wall is seen as Egypt’s 
most ambitious attempt to 
stop smuggling through 
the hundreds of tunnels 
that run under its 9-mile- 
long border with Gaza, a 
Palestinian territory sealed 
by Israel and Egypt since 
the violent Hamas takeover 
in 2007. 

The tunnels have been 
a lifeline for the Islamic 
militants, keeping them 
supplied with cash and 
weapons, while delivering 
consumer goods to Gaza’s 
shops. 

Since work on the wall 
began last year, smugglers 
have cut hundreds of 
holes into the barrier of 
side-by-side steel planks 
that plunge about 60 feet 
into the ground, said two 
Egyptian security officials 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to brief 
reporters. 

The barrier is to stretch 
along six miles of the 
border, where the tunnels 
are concentrated, and is 
more than half complete. 
Smugglers have bragged in 
recent months that they are 
able to cut through the wall, 
but Thursday marked a rare 
occasion when they were 
filmed in action. 

Before dawn, five tunnel 
workers walked about 200 
yards from Gaza through 
a narrow underground 
passage just high enough 
for the men to stand until 
they reached the dead end 
of the steel barrier. 

The smuggler with the blow 
torch later said it was the 
third time he cut through the 


wall, and he expected the 
tunnel to resume operations 
within two days. 

Smugglers have raised the 
possibility that Egypt would 
try flooding the passages 
with water, though Egyptian 
officials have not confirmed 
such a plan. 

It may not be necessary. 
Tu nn el activity has 
slowed in recent weeks, as 
smugglers try to gauge the 
impact of Israel’s easing of 
the blockade in the wake of 
a deadly raid of a blockade- 
busting flotilla bound for 
Gaza in late May. The killing 
of nine Turkish activists 
aboard one of the ships 
prompted an international 
outcry, and Israel came 
under growing pressure to 
open Gaza’s borders. 

Egypt also decided to ease 
its closure after the flotilla 
raid, opening its borders to 
restricted travel and limited 
humanitarian convoys. The 
move restored a link to the 
outside world for at least 
some of Gaza’s 1.5 million 
Palestinians. 

Under the old blockade 
rules, only basic food and 
medicine were allowed into 
Gaza. In a first step after the 
flotilla, Israel decided to let 
in most consumer goods 
but said Gazans would 
continue to be banned from 
travel and exporting for 
the time being. For now, 
several smugglers say they 
are scaling back business 
or importing those items 
still restricted by Israel, 
including cement, steel and 
other construction supplies. 
One tunnel owner, who 
would give only an alias, 
Abu Kamal, said he is only 
using one of two tunnels 


at the moment because 
of a drop in business. He 
said one of his tunnels was 
blocked by the wall, but he 
managed to cut through it. 
Another, Hassan Geshto, 
said it cost him only about 
$400 to hire a crew to break 
through the steel wall when 
it blocked off his tunnel 
a month and a half ago. 
But he, too, has stopped 
working, because he says 
he can’t profit enough 
from shipments to pay his 
workers. 

“The metal wall has brought 
work for the blacksmiths of 
Gaza,” he joked. “But to 
us, the wall means nothing. 
If they build it down to 40 
meters, we will dig to 50 
meters. But once Israel 
completely opens the 
crossings into Gaza, the 
tunnels will die alone.” 
Over the years, both Israel 
and Egypt have tried in vain 
to halt the smuggling. 
During Israel’s nearly 
four decades of military 
occupation of Gaza, Israeli 
soldiers frequently searched 
the Gaza-Egypt border area 
for tunnels, often razing 
homes to expose tunnel 
entrances. After Israel 
withdrew its settlers and 
soldiers from Gaza in 2005, 
Egypt came under growing 
pressure from Israel and the 
U.S. to halt the smuggling, 
particularly the flow of 
weapons to Hamas. 

Egypt has adopted an often 
contradictory approach to 
Gaza. It has been trying to 
contain the Islamic militants 
on its doorstep, but it also 
wants to avoid blame in the 
Arab and Muslim world for 
cooperating with Israel in 
maintaining the blockadeQ

Neither Chavez nor his OAS 
ambassador directly responded 
to the Colombian challenge to 
let people visit the alleged site 
of the camps. 

In Washington, Hoyos said 
that roughly 1,500 rebels are 
hiding out in Venezuela and 
he showed fellow diplomats 
numerous aerial photographs 
of what he identified as 
rebel camps on Venezuelan 
territory. 

Hoyos said that Colombian 
President Alvaro Uribe’s 
government has repeatedly 
asked for Venezuela’s 
cooperation to prevent 
guerrillas from slipping over 
the 1,400-mile border that 
separates the two countries. 
He insisted that several rebel 
leaders are hiding out in 
Venezuela. 

“We have the right to demand 
that Venezuela doesn’t hide 
those wanted by Colombia,” 
Hoyos said, urging the OAS 
to investigate Colombia’s 
claims. 

OAS Secretary General Jose 


Miguel Insulza told reporters 
after the four-hour session 
that his organization couldn’t 
mount an inspection mission 
without Venezuela’s consent. 
Venezuelan Foreign Minister 
Nicolas Maduro announced 
that Chavez’s government had 
closed its embassy in Bogota 
and demanded that Colombia’s 
ambassador in Caracas leave 
the country within 72 hours. 
Maduro said Colombia had 
forced Venezuela’s hand, 
accusing Uribe of blatantly 
lying about the rebel presence 
in Venezuela. 

Uribe “has put political and 
economic relations into a 
hole,” Maduro said. 

Venezuela is considering other 
possible measures to protest 
“Colombia’s aggressions 
against our country,” Maduro 
told state television without 
elaborating. He hinted the 
military might take steps to 
guarantee the sovereignty of 
Venezuela’s airspace. 

Chavez’s envoy to the OAS, 
Roy Chaderton, said the 
photographs that Hoyos 
showed diplomats didn’t 
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provide any solid evidence 
of a guerrilla presence in 
Venezuela. 

Chavez suggested the 
photographs could be bogus, 
saying Uribe “is capable of 
anything.” 

The Venezuelan leader, a 
former paratrooper, contended 
Uribe could seek to spur an 
armed conflict with Venezuela 
before he leaves office next 
month. 

“Uribe is even capable of 
setting up a fake camp in one of 
the jungles on the Venezuelan 
side to attack it, bomb it and 
bring about a war between 
Colombia and Venezuela,” 
Chavez said. 

The socialist leader has argued 
in the past that U.S. officials 
are using Colombia as part 
of a broader plan to portray 
him as a supporter of terrorist 
groups to provide justification 
for U.S. military intervention 
in Venezuela. 

Chavez, who appeared 
alongside Argentine football 
star Diego Maradona, said 
the United States is using 
Colombia to undermine 


Venezuela’s efforts toward 
regional integration. He said 
he has doubts that Colombia’s 
president-elect, Juan Manuel 
Santos, will stray from Uribe’s 
U.S.-backed military policies. 
“Hopefully he’ll understand 
that leftist and right-wing 
governments can live 
together,” Chavez said of 
Santos. 

During a visit to Mexico, 
Santos declined to comment 
on Venezuela’s action, saying 
he felt it was best for the 
current government of Uribe 
to handle the situation. 

Laura Gil, a political analyst 
and columnist for the 
Colombian newspaper El 
Tiempo, said she didn’t expect 
the conflict to last very long 
because Chavez appeared to 
direct his comments at Uribe 
while raising the possibility 
that relations could be restored 
under Santos. 

“Santos will have the 
opportunity to think about 
dialogue,” she said. 

Gil suggested Santos may 
be able to repair damage 
and “reach some type of

NEW YORK - Within hours of most 
any concert, shaky and distorted 
footage of the show can be found 
online from front row or the 
balcony. 

But online concert video has been 
steadily building toward live 
streaming, digital quality video 
and accompanying social media 
interaction. “Unstaged,” a new 
online concert series being launched 
by American Express, and to stream 
on YouTube and Vevo, hopes to 
combine all of these elements. 

Arcade Fire will kick off the series 
by live streaming the second of 
their much anticipated Aug. 4 
and 5 concerts at Madison Square 
Garden. The concerts follow the 
Aug. 3 release of the band’s third 
album, “The Suburbs.” 

“As soon as we booked it, it felt a 
little ominous,” Jeremy Gara, the 
band’s drummer, said of the MSG 
shows. “Playing there by itself is 
pretty exciting. Playing there twice 
seems pretty crazy, and then it’s 
our CD release and now this live 
broadcasting. 

“Well, if we’re going to do it, do it 
big,” laughs Gara. 

The concert will stream live 
Aug. 5 at 10 p.m. Eastern on the 


Google Inc.-owned YouTube and 
Vevo, the music video site owned 
by Universal Music Group, Sony 
Music Entertainment and Abu 
Dhabi Media Co. It’s the first in a 
planned series of five live streamed 
concerts, with John Legend and the 
Roots to follow, and others to be 
announced later. 

Courtney Kelso, vice president of 
sports and entertainment strategy 
at American Express, said the 
concerts won’t be “a passive, flat 
experience.” 

“It is still a pretty nascent space,” 
Kelso said of live concerts online. 
“They’re kind of taking the 
television model to it — ‘I’ll just 
broadcast it, put it on the Web and 
someone will watch it.’ We think 
the power of the digital medium is 
such that you can interact in special 
ways.” 

The series is planning interactive 
features like a choice of camera 
angles, one to be controlled by an 
as-yet-to-be-named director and 
another that a user can choose. 
Kelso said another option might 
be having viewers vote on song 
requests. 

Glenn Brown, YouTube’s head of 
music partnerships, said the series 
was the video equivalent of the up- 
to-the-minute quality of Twitter. 
“Witheverythingbeingreproducible 


infinitely, being able to have that 
time-limited, unique experience is 
what’s really interesting here,” said 
Brown. 

YouTube has previously streamed 
performances at San Francisco’s 
Outside Lands Music & Arts 
Festival and Tennessee’s Bonnaroo 
Music & Arts Festival. The largest 
Internet audience yet for a concert 
was YouTube’s streaming of a 
U2 show in October, which was 
watched live by nearly 10 million. 
American Express and YouTube 
earlier collaborated on an Alicia 
Keys concert in December. Vevo 


was brought into the act for a stream 
in May of a National concert. 

When YouTube streamed the 
Keys concert, it noticed a spike 
in viewership when Jay-Z made a 
surprise appearance. The resulting 
social media buzz led to more 
viewers, a lesson that will be applied 
to “Unstaged,” which promises 
more special guests at the concerts. 
“The series could expand to be much 
more than (five acts),” said David 
Kohl, executive vice president of 
sales and customer operations at 
Vevo. “It’s an ability for millions 
and millions of users and viewers 
to touch a live event. ”□ 
















Stocks surge on upbeat earnings and forecasts

NEW YORK - Stocks had 
their biggest rally in two 
weeks Thursday as earnings 
and economic reports 
reassured investors that the 
economy is continuing its 
recovery. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 201 points 
after strong earnings from 
Caterpillar Inc., UPS Inc. 
and other companies revived 
investors’ optimism about 
the recovery. A better than 
expected report on housing 


and encouraging signs of 
growth in Europe added to 
the upbeat mood. 

Investors who have 
been mostly selling on 
disappointing economic and 
earnings numbers had, at 
least for the moment, reasons 
to be buying. Caterpillar said 
its orders are growing and 
production will pick up in the 
second half of the year. UPS 
raised its outlook because 
of spending by businesses. 
Caterpillar’s stock rose 2.1 
percent, while UPS gained 
5.9 percent. 


Chris Hobart, founder of 
Hobart Financial Group 
in Charlotte, N.C. said the 
outlooks are especially 
important because if 
companies expect to grow, 
that might get them to ramp 
up hiring. 

If improved outlooks lead to 
jobs growth, “then this can 
be better than a good quarter 
or good second half, (it can 
mean) we’ve got a good 
economy,” Hobart said. 

A report on the housing 
market, while still showing 
a slowdown, was reassuring 


Bernanke says further easing hinges on jobs

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - The Federal 
Reserve may try to push borrowing costs even 
lower if the job market continues to languish, 
Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke said on Thursday, 
offering a hint of what might trigger additional 
monetary easing. 

After three quarters of solid growth, the U.S. 
economy has been losing steam, with firms 
still reluctant to hire and the housing sector 
seemingly unable to exit a prolonged rut. 
Bernanke’s comments accompanied Labor 
Department data on Thursday showing new 
claims for state unemployment benefits spiked 
to 464,000 last week. 

With fears of a “double-dip” recession 
mounting in recent weeks, Bernanke reassured 
lawmakers the Fed is prepared to take further 
steps if the situation worsens appreciably. 

“We are ready and will act if the economy does 
not continue to improve, if we don’t see the 
kind of improvements in the labor market that 
we are hoping for and expecting,” Bernanke 
told the House of Representatives Financial 
Services Committee. 

As he did before a Senate panel on Wednesday, 
Bernanke indicated the Fed does not expect the 
economy to stall, and therefore does not foresee 
any extra policy measures being needed. 
Another top Fed official, New York Fed Bank 
President William Dudley, said on Thursday 
the U.S. economic recovery was “a bit bumpy,” 
with growth that is “far less robust” than the 
U.S. central bank wanted. However, he added 
that a renewed recession was not likely. 

Even with interest rates effectively at zero, 
Bernanke argued there is more the central bank 
can do if needed to spur growth. 

One possibility would be to lower the rate it 
pays banks to park excess reserves at the Fed, 


currently 0.25 percent. Asked by a legislator 
why the Fed continues to pay banks to keep their 
money idle despite weak lending conditions, 
Bernanke said cutting the rate carries risks. 

“If rates go to zero there will be no incentive 
for buying and selling federal funds, overnight 
money in the banking system and if that market 
shuts down ... it’ll be more difficult to manage 
short-term interest rates,” Bernanke said. 

Other options for the Fed include bolstering its 
stated commitment to keep official rates low 
for an “extended period,” or purchase yet more 
debt, Bernanke said. In addition to slashing 
interest rates to rock-bottom levels, the Fed 
bought more than $1.5 trillion in mortgage and 
Treasury securities in an effort to combat the 
deepest recession since the Great Depression. 
On Wednesday, financial markets took a dive 
after Bernanke’s plans for additional monetary 
stimulus appeared more remote and theoretical 
than investors had expected. But by Thursday 
traders had forgotten all about that, with U.S. 
stocks rallying sharply on robust earnings 
reports and better economic news out of 
Europe. 

POLICY IN A TIME OF STRESS 

Many analysts worry the Fed’s policy arsenal 
is too depleted to be of any major additional 
benefit to the economy. 

But Bernanke said under conditions of greater 
financial turmoil, the impact of its remaining 
policy options might be significant. 

“If financial conditions become more stressed, 
as would happen presumably if the economy 
began to weaken, I think those steps would be 
more effective relatively speaking,” he said. 
With unemployment still hovering around 9.5 
percent, one legislator accused Bernanke and 
the Fed of not doing enough to address the 
problem. Q

because it wasn’t as bad 
as investors expected. 
The National Association 
of Realtors said sales of 
previously occupied homes 
fell to an annual rate of 5.37 
million in June from 5.66 
million a month earlier. 
Economists forecast the sales 
rate to fall to 5.18 million. 
Traders largely wrote off a 
jump in the number of people 
seeking unemployment 
benefits for the first time. 
The increase was likely 
skewed by seasonal factors. 
Instead, investors focused on 
earnings from a broad range 
of companies that showed 
businesses aren’t seeing a 
slowdown in the recovery. 
News of corporate deals also 
lifted shares. Meanwhile, 
European markets rose after 
a report showed unexpected 
growth in the 16-nation group 
that uses the euro. In recent 
months, investors worldwide 
have been concerned that 
rising government debt in 
Europe would stall a global 
recovery. A jump in Europe’s 
purchasing managers index 
reported Thursday was a 
welcome relief after forecasts 
of a possible recession on the 
continent. 

The economic reports out of 


Europe were “a big surprise 
because everyone expects 
that to be the Achilles heel 
of the global economy,” 
said Anthony Chan, chief 
economist at J.R Morgan 
Private Wealth Management 
in New York. 

It was problems in Europe 
that set off the big drop 
in stocks in late April. As 
Greece struggled to make 
debt payments and ratings 
agencies downgraded the 
government debt of several 
companies, stocks plunged 
in the U.S. on fears that the 
domestic recovery was in 
jeopardy. Stocks then fell 
further as U.S. economic 
reports showed that the 
recovery was at best bumpy. 
Some investors feared a 
“double dip,” or the economy 
falling back into recession. 
According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow rose 
201.77, or 2 percent, to 
10,322.30. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 24.08, 
or 2.3 percent, to 1,093.67, 
while the Nasdaq composite 
index rose 58.56, or 2.7 
percent, to 2,245.89. 

Only 397 stocks fell on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
while 2,675 rose.

MLB begins testing for HGH in minor leagues 


NEW YORK (AP) — Major League Baseball implemented 
random blood testing for human growth hormone in the minor 
leagues on Thursday, the first professional sports league in the 
United States to take the aggressive step against doping. 

The blood testing becomes part of the Minor League Drug 
Prevention and Treatment Program, which commissioner Bud 
Selig introduced in 2001 to test for performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

“The implementation of blood testing in the minor leagues 
represents a significant step in the detection of the illegal use 
of human growth hormone,” Selig said in a statement. “HGH 
testing provides an example for all of our drug policies in the 
future.” 

Testing will be limited to players with minor-league contracts 
because they are not members of the players’ association, which 
means blood testing is not subject to collective bargaining. 
“Obviously, we make a separate decision with regard to the 
minor-league program, but the Major League Baseball Players 
Association has been proactively engaged in conversations with 
us on the scientific and logistical issues associated with blood 
testing at the major league level,” said MLB spokesman Rob 
Manfred. 

The players association has long been against blood testing. 
“The union’s position on HGH testing remains unchanged,”

union executive director Michael Weiner said. “When a test is 
available that is scientifically validated and can be administered 
safely and without interfering with the players’ ability to 
compete, it will be considered. 

“We have been engaged with the Commissioners’ Office on this 
subject for several months, though they have not shared with 
us the specifics behind their decision to begin blood testing of 
minor leaguers.” 

Outside experts have long questioned the union’s logic against 
blood testing. Told of baseball’s announcement, Gary Wadler, 
who chairs the committee that determines the World Anti-Doping 
Agency’s banned-substances list, said it was “a significant step 
forward.” 

“One important thing is, as young players evolve through the 
minor leagues, the concept of a blood test will no longer be alien 
to them,” Wadler said. “It will be easier to implement it in the 
major leagues as more players in the minor leagues recognize it 
makes sense.” Travis Tygart, the CEO of the U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency, also welcomed the news. 

“This is another important step in the fight to return all of the 
playing fields in the U.S. to clean athletes,” he said. 

Tigers president Dave Dombrowski said in an e-mail to The 
Associated Press: “Seems like a positive step for the game.” 
Dodgers manager Joe Torre said: “Whatever has to be done to 
gain the full trust of the fans, we have to do what we can.” 
Blood samples will be collected after games by the National 
Center for Drug Free Sport, the organization that currently 
collects urine samples in the minor leagues. The blood samples 
will be taken from the non-dominant arm of players who are not 
members of a major league team’s 40-man roster, and sent to a 
testing laboratory in Salt Lake City for analysis. 

Dr. Gary Green, the medical director for Major League Baseball, 
described the testing as “a major development in the detection 
of a substance that has previously been undetectable.”□

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Schleck wins 17th stage but Contador set for title

COL DU TOURMALET, 
France (AP) — Defending 
champion Alberto Contador of 
Spain virtually secured a third 
Tour de France title Thursday 
after staying with yellow- 
jersey rival Andy Schleck 
all the way to the top of the 
legendary Col du Tourmalet 
in the pivotal 17th stage. 
Schleck won the prestigious 
stage but Contador crossed 
the line nearly shoulder to 
shoulder with the Luxembourg 
rider after the pair had broken 
clear in the final six miles. 
Contador appeared completely 
at ease as he followed Schleck 
up the final climb, even 
moving in front of his rival at 
one point. He didn’t seem to 
worry too much about trying 
to cross the line first. 

Contador retained his eight- 
second lead in the overall 
standings and looks destined 
to ride into Paris on Sunday 
for the ceremonial final stage 
as the winner. 

Schleck knew he needed to 
pick up time on Contador in 
the last stage in the Pyrenees 
but could not break the 
Spaniard. They completed the 
(108.1 miles from Pau to the 
peak of the Col du Tourmalet 
in 5 hours, 3 minutes, 29 
seconds. 

“I still have to reach Paris, and 
it won’t be easy,” Contador 
said. “But the most important 
thing for me today was that I 
didn’t lose time.” 

Third place went to Spain’s 
Joaquin Rodriguez, who 
pulled away from the rest 
of the chasing group and 
finished on his own, 1 minute, 
18 seconds back. 

Time gaps are still expected to 
change in Saturday’s time trial, 
but that is Contador’s specialty. 
Schleck had acknowledged 
before Thursday’s stage that 
he would need to pick up at 
least a minute on Contador 
if he was to have a chance of 
winning the Tour. 

Although he changed his 
tune Thursday evening and 
insisted he still had a chance, 
Schleck was also looking to 
the future. 

“I’ve got everything that it 
takes, I’ve got the best skills 
to win the Tour. Maybe next 
year, maybe two years, but I 


want to win it, that’s for sure,” 
he said. 

Schleck and Contador braved 
fog and rain, as well as the 
flags of supporters hitting 
them in the face during the 
climb. 

French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy was on the top of the 
mountain to greet them. 

“The image of Alberto and 
Andy side by side was a great 
image of sport,” Sarkozy said. 
“Alberto may win, but Andy 
will win next year.” 

Earlier, 2008 champion 
Carlos Sastre made a valiant 
attempt to make up more 
than nine minutes separating 
him from Contador by 
breaking out alone in search 
of the lead group after 15 
miles, aided by his teammate 
Ignatas Konovalovas, who 
had dropped back from the 
leaders. 

But he wasn’t able to bridge 
the gap, and was caught by 
the peloton just before the 
start of the Tourmalet. Sastre 
later slipped further back. 
Anthony Charteau of France 
finished in 27th place having 
done enough to guarantee he 
would be the overall winner

“Tonight I beat the stadium 
record and I’m happy 
with that,” said Oliver, 
who didn’t face much 
competition after Robles 
pulled out of the meet 
because of leg pains.

“I’m a winner and I am 
always looking to improve 
myself and to see my 
name at the top of the list,”

in the 100 meters, Jermaine 
Gonzalez of Jamaica at 
400, Kenyan Silas Kiplagat 
at 1,500, Alysia Johnson of 
the United States at 800 and 
American Dwight Phillips 
in the long jump. 

Jeter improved her personal 
best this season to win 
in 10.82 seconds, ahead 
of Jamaican Veronica 
Campbell-Brown, who 
finished second in 10.98. 
Campbell-Brown was 
returning to competition 
for the first time since the 
Eugene, Oregon meet on 
July 3, where she set the 
fastest time this year in 
10.78 ahead of third-placed 
Jeter. 

“I’m very satisfied with 
the way the race went,” 
said Jeter, who also won in 
Lausanne and Gateshead. 
“When I race the way I 


did tonight and execute my 
technique as I should, no 
one can beat me.” 

Gonzalez ran the fastest 400 
this year in 44.40, beating 
fellow Jamaican Ricardo 
Chambers and Christopher 
Brown of the Bahamas. 
Gonzalez beat the previous 
season best of 44.49 set by 
American Jeremy Warmer 
in Paris, where the Jamaican 
had to be content with 
second place. 

American men swept the 
400 hurdles, with Bershawn 
Jackson winning in 47.78 
seconds despite a late 
charge from Angelo Taylor, 
who finished second just 
0.01 behind. Justin Garmin 
was third in 48.65. 

“I knew I could beat Taylor 
but I did not expect him 
to start that fast,” Jackson 
said. 



Jamaican Kaliese Spencer 
won the women’s race in 
53.63 ahead of Natalya 
Antyukh of Russia and 
American Sheena Tosta. 
World silver medalist 
Lashinda Demus of the 
United States, who was 
looking for her fourth 
Diamond League victory, 
took an excellent start and 
looked set for an easy win 
before she stuttered on the 
last hurdle and ended fourth 
in 54.54. 

“I don’t know what 
happened on that last 
hurdle,” said Demus. “I 
guess I was going so fast 
that I messed up.” 

The 20-year-old unheralded 
Kiplagat upset race favorite 
Augustine Choge to win the 
1,500 and establish a best 
world mark this season in 
3:29.27, the 10th best time 
ever in the event. 

Kiplagat shattered his 
personal record of 3:34.28 
by more than five seconds. 
“I knew I was in a great 
shape, I knew I could run 
fast,” said Kiplagat. “The 
race was perfect! The 
pacemakers did a great job 
and the weather conditions 
were perfect.” 

Amine Laalou of Morocco 
was second in 3:29.53, and 
Choge third in 3:30.22. 
World champion Yargelis 
Savigne won the triple 
jump with a mark of 15.09 
meters, setting a new 
season’s best. 

Phillips posted the longest 
jump this year at 8.46. 

“I’ve been injured (leg) in 
the past month and felt it on 
the third jump, which made 
me afraid to give it all,” 
Phillips said. “I know that I 
can do much better.” 

The Diamond League series 
takes a two-week break 
during the European and

summer. As recently as a few 
months ago, storm experts 
were predicting an average 
hurricane season this year, or 
maybe one even a little below 
average. In a typical year, the 
Atlantic brews up about six 
hurricanes. Last year, there 
were a paltry three. Just in the 
past week, however, hurricane 
watchers at universities and 
private forecasting companies 
have started to talk about 
numbers more like seven or 
eight. On Tuesday, Britain’s 
official weather service — its 
venerable Met Office —joined 
the consensus. 

“The 2010 hurricane season 
is not looking good,” says 
Greg Holland, director of 
the Earth System Laboratory 
at the National Center for 
Atmospheric Research in 
Boulder, Colo. This year is 
a lot like 2005, the worst 
hurricane system on record, 
he says. “Overall conditions 
are very similar, with one 
important difference: they are 
actually a bit worse.” 

The conditions that Holland 


and the others are talking 
about have mostly to do with 
the temperature of the ocean. 
In the eastern Atlantic, the 
normal spawning grounds 
of hurricanes that threaten 
the U.S. and the Caribbean, 
the waters are the warmest 
they’ve been in 50 years 

— and all other things 
being equal, warmer surface 
temperatures mean more, and 
more powerful, hurricanes. 

All other things are not equal, 
though, and in this case, that’s 
not a good thing. For the past 
year or so, ocean temperatures 
in the Eastern Pacific have 
been elevated thanks to one 
of the periodic El Nino events 
that shows up every few 
years. When El Nino is in 
full force, it also alters wind 
patterns halfway around the 
world, creating something 
called vertical wind shear 

— winds blowing at different 
strengths or directions at 
different altitudes. That tends 
to rip hurricanes apart before 
they can get themselves 
organized^

Aruba sees record UK arrivals 


The Dutch Caribbean island of Aruba has 
witnessed an 8.7% year-on-year increase in 
the first half of 2010. Establishing itself as 
one of the top 10 destinations in the Caribbean 
for the British market, Aruba recorded a 
total of 5,921 arrivals from the UK between 
January and June, compared with 5,445 for 
the same period the previous year. More than 
30 UK tour operators now feature the island, 
including Kuoni, Thomas Cook Signature, 
Hayes & Jarvis and lastminute.com. “Our 
ArOOOHuba! campaign has proved extremely 
popular and, in combination with Thomson 
Airways’ increased frequency, has helped us 
boost visitor numbers,” said Aruba Tourism 
Authority UK Director Joanna Walding. “We 


remain one of the fastest growing destinations 
in the Caribbean and preliminary bookings 
stand us in good stead for the second half of the 
year.” The news follows a record 2009, where 
UK visitors to Aruba went up 28.3 per cent. It 
was the first time that ex-UK visitors surpassed 
10,000 in a single year, making the UK second 
only to The Netherlands in generating visitors 
to the island among Aruba’s European markets. 
Aruba is benefiting from an increased frequency 
in Thomson’s charter flights to the island 
(operating now weekly from London Gatwick 
and Manchester) and a high-profile advertising 
campaign in London and Manchester earlier 
this year, for which it won a Travel Marketing 
Award in the “Best Poster Advertising” category.

the show live on stage in front 
of CILO. On Sunday evening, 
when the total amount of this 
incredible telethon-type event 
will be revealed and the tired 
deejays can finally leave their 
house, an internationally top 
act will perform live for a 
super spectacular finale of the 
event.

Funding woes overshadow AIDS conference

VIENNA-Rich countries must 
give more for the fight against 
AIDS or risk jeopardizing 
progress in battling the disease, 
participants at an international 
conference urged Thursday. 

At issue is the replenishment 
of the Global Fund to Fight 
AIDS, Tuberculosis and 
Malaria, which provides major 
support for AIDS programs 
around the world. 

Donors meet in October to 
decide on the fund’s financing 
level for the next three years 
amid concerns that a desired 
$20 billion in pledges won’t 
be reached. The matter has 
overshadowed the AIDS 
2010 conference in Vienna, 
the Austrian capital, attended 
by thousands of experts and 
advocates. 

“This is not the time to 
withdraw resources from 
AIDS,” said Nicci Stein, 
director of the Canadian-based 
Interagency Coalition on 
AIDS and Development. “We 


risk losing the investments 
made to date and we will be 
betraying those communities 
who for the first time have real 
hope for the future.” 

Michel Kazatchkine, executive 
director of the Global Fund, 
underscored that much was at 
stake. 

“I certainly agree with the fact 
that a lot of the progress that 
we have made could indeed be 
lost,” he told The Associated 
Press. “I know there is an 
economic crisis but then 
I’m saying this is a political 
decision and politics is about 
choices and where you put 
your priorities.” 

Programs financed by the 
Global Fund were providing 
antiretroviral treatment to 2.5 
million people at the end of 
2009. 

Stein and other activists from 
a range of countries and 
civil society groups warned 
that underfunding would be 
particularly problematic for 
sub-Saharan Africa. 

To make their point, they 


issued report cards for 13 rich 
countries. Austria, the host of 
the conference, did the worst 
and got an “F” for giving just 
$1.1 million to the fund since 
its inception in 2002. The 
country has been criticized 
by delegates — and speakers 
— for days over its inaction. 
Kazatchkine said he was 
surprised by Austria’s stance, 
articulated in a very strongly 
worded recent letter, adding he 
planned to personally write to 
President Heinz Fischer about 
the matter. 

He said the Global Fund is 
not based on theoretical needs 
but rather responds directly 
to requests by countries who 
have to specify how they will 
spend the money. 

“If I look retrospectively at the 
last seven years, 85 percent 
of the targets have been 
achieved,” he said. 

Earlier this week, the 
World Health Organization 
announced that the number 
of people taking crucial 
AIDS drugs climbed by 


a record 1.2 million last 
year to 5.2 million overall. 
Between 2003 and 2010, the 
number of patients receiving 
lifesaving antiretroviral 

treatment increased twelve¬ 
fold, according to the Geneva- 
based body. 

To Joyce Kamwana, a woman 


from Malawi who is HIV 
positive, medication provided 
through the Global Fund made 
it possible for her to take care 
of her daughters and live to 
become a grandmother. 

“To me personally, the Global 
Fund is my lifeline,” Kamwana 
said.

seminars where policymakers 
and grassroots workers 
portrayed a regional pandemic 
growing at murderous pace.

elsewhere and proven 
successful are to blame, many 
said. 

The main vector for spreading 
the AIDS virus is shared use 
of syringes among intravenous 
drug addicts, followed by 
sexual transmission by these 
individuals to their partners, 
Martin Donoghoe, programme 
manager for HIV/AIDS for 
the World Health Organisation 
(WHO) in Europe, told AFP. 
Many infected drug users then 
turn to prostitution to feed 
their habit, which thus enables 
HIV to be catapulted into the 
mainstream, researchers have 
also found. 

“The first intervention would 
be to give clean needles and 
syringes to drug injectors. This 


helps prevent transmission of 
the virus,” said Donoghoe. 
“The second is to get the drug 
injectors into drug dependence 
treatment,” such as substitution 
therapy with methadone, he 
said. 

Years of experience in Western 
Europe and other countries 
have shown that these so-called 
Harm reduction programmes, 
when combined, can reduce 
new infections of HIV by up 
to half. 

But in most of Eastern 
Europe and Central Asia, 
the programmes are not 
implemented — not for lack 
of funds, but because political 
resistance. 

“It remains controversial in 
eastern Europe,” explained 


Donoghoe. In particular, 
“there are some questions 
regarding whether you should 
be giving what is basically a 
drug to substitute for another 
drug.” 

Use of methadone for 
therapeutic purposes was 
especially banned in Russia, 
he said. 

Some 1.5 million people in 
the region were infected with 
the human immunodeficiency 
(HIV) in 2008, compared to 
900,000 in 2001, according to 
UNAIDS. 

More than two-thirds of 
them lived in Russia, which 
combined with Ukraine 
accounts for more than 
90 percent of the region’s 
infections. □ 
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Sister monument to Stonehenge may have been found

LONDON - Scientists 
scouring the area around 
Stonehenge said Thursday 
they have uncovered a circular 
structure only a few hundred 
meters (yards) from the world 
famous monument. 

There’s some debate about 
what exactly has been found. 
The survey team which 
uncovered the structure said 
it could be the foundation for 
a circle of freestanding pieces 
of timber, a wooden version 
of Stonehenge. 

But Tim Darvill, a 
professor of archaeology at 
Bournemouth University in 
southern England, expressed 
skepticism, saying he believed 
it was more likely a barrow, 
or prehistoric tomb. 

Darvill did say that the circle 


was one of an expanding 
number of discoveries being 
made around Stonehenge 
which “really shows how 
much there is still to learn and 
how extensive the site really 
was.” 

“In its day Stonehenge was 
at the center of the largest 
ceremonial center in Europe,” 
he said. 

The Stonehenge that is visible 
today is thought to have 
been completed about 3,500 
years ago, although the first 
earthwork henge on the site 
was probably built more than 
5,000 yeas ago. 

Although antiquarians have 
been poking around the 
area since the 18th century, 
excavations are now tightly 
restricted. So archeologists 
have been scanning the 
surrounding fields and 
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pastures with magnetic and 
radar sensors pulled across 
the grass by tractors or quad 
bikes. The new structure was 
found when scans identified a 
cluster of deep pits surrounded 
by a ring of smaller holes 
about 900 meters (a little over 
half a mile) from Stonehenge 
and within sight of its famous 
standing stones. 

University of Birmingham 
archaeologist Henry Chapman 
said he was convinced the 
small holes were used to 
secure a circle of wooden 
poles which stood “possibly 
three or more meters (10 or 
more feet) high.” 

The timber henge — a 
name given to prehistoric 
monuments surrounded by a 
circular ditch — would have 
been constructed and modified 
at the same time as its more 
famous relative, and probably 
had some allied ceremonial or 
religious function, Chapman 
said in a telephone interview 
from Stonehenge. 

Exactly what kind of 
ceremonies those were is 
unclear. The new henge joins 
a growing complex of tombs 
and mysterious Neolithic 


structures found across the 
area. The closest equivalent 
is probably the nearby 
Woodhenge, a monument 
once composed of six rings 
of wooden posts enclosed 
by an earth embankment. 
Excavations there in the 
1970s revealed the body of 
child whose skull had been 
split buried at the center of 
the henge — hinting at the 
possibility of human sacrifice. 
A stone’s throw from the newly 
found henge is a formation 
known as the Cursus, a 3- 
kilometer-long (1.8-mile- 
long) earthwork whose 
purpose remains unknown. 
Also nearby is a puzzling 
chunk of land known as the 
Northern Kite Enclosure; 
Bronze Age farmers seem to 
have avoided cultivating crops 
there, although no one is sure 
quite why. 

The whole area around 
Stonehenge is dotted with 
prehistoric cemeteries 

— some of which predate 
the monument itself — and 
new discoveries are made 
occasionally. 

Last year, researchers said 
they had found a small circle 


of stones on the banks of the 
nearby River Avon. Experts 
speculated the stone circle — 
dubbed “Bluehenge” because 
it was built with bluestones 
— may have served as the 
starting point of a processional 
walk that began at the river 
and ended at Stonehenge. 
Chapman’s team is still in 
the early stages of its work, 
having surveyed only about 
four square kilometers (1.5 
square miles) of the 16 square 
kilometers (six square miles) 
it eventually plans to map. 

The survey is being led by the 
University of Birmingham 
and the Austria-based Ludwig 
Boltzmann Institute for 
Archaeological Prospection 
and Virtual Archaeology, with 
support from other institutions 
and researchers from Germany, 
Norway and Sweden. 

Henges of various descriptions

Astronomers Find largest Molecules Ever Known in Space

Astronomers have found evidence of buckyballs 
- carbon molecules shaped like soccer balls - in 
the nebula around a distant white dwarf star. 
The discovery marks the largest molecules 
known to exist in space. 

Normally found in chemistry labs, where they 
are made by vaporizing graphite in the presence 
of helium, buckyballs were long suspected to 
form inside stars. 

“As soon as they were discovered in the lab it 
was actually suggested they would be very good 
candidates to be found in space,” astronomer 
Jan Cami of the University of Western Ontario, 
who led the new study, told SPACE.com. 
Elusive buckyballs 

Researchers had searched for buckyballs before 
in the gas and dust between and around stars, 
but the evidence was inconclusive. Cami and 
his colleagues identified buckyball molecules, 
known as C60 because they are made of 60 
carbon atoms each. 

The buckyballs are about 1 nanometer in size, 
about three times larger than water molecules, 
which are about 0.3 nanometers in size and 
consist of three atoms (one oxygen atom and 
two hydrogen atoms). One nanometer is a 
billionth of a meter, or about one ten-thousandth 
the diameter of a human hair. 

The buckyball molecules were discovered in 
the planetary nebula Tc-1, which is about 6,500 
light-years away in the southern constellation 
Ara. Despite their name, planetary nebulas 


are actually clouds of gas around stars, not 
planets. “What we see is a very clean and very 
recognizable fingerprint for only two species,” 
Cami said - C60 and a closely related molecule 
called C70, made of 70 carbon atoms. Both C60 
and C70 belong to a class of molecules termed 
buckminsterfullerenes, or just fullerenes, after 
architect Buckminster Fuller. 

Together the two fullerenes make up about 3 
percent of the available carbon around the star, 
the researchers reported. 

Tc-1 contains what is known as an asymptotic 
giant branch (AGB) star. The inner regions of 
these stars have become dense, dim stars called 
white dwarfs, while their outer stellar envelopes 
have sloughed off. The resulting cloud of shed 
layers undergoes chemical reactions and is 
ionized by radiation from the inner white dwarf, 
creating a planetary nebula that will eventually 
become part of the interstellar medium. 

Large molecules in space 
The new finding came when a colleague of 
Cami’s was looking at infrared data from the 
Spitzer Space Telescope. Every molecule in 
space soaks up infrared light at a unique set of 
wavelengths, resulting in a kind of chemical 
fingerprint. “He had this one object that looked 
very strange to him,” Cami said. “The spectrum 
didn’t look quite like anything he had seen 
before.” Normally the nebula around an AGB 
star will contain hydrogen, which inhibits the 
reaction that produces fullerenes, and also tends 
to obscure any signal from the molecules. Q

Next after Obama signing of financial 
reform bill: Fannie Mae, Freddie Mac

President Obama apologized on the phone to Shirley Sherrod. 
Fox News host Bill O’Reilly did so on the air. 

Roberts Gibbs accepted blame Wednesday and dished some 
out on the media. That night, Keith Olbermann blasted Fox 
News—as usual—but held others accountable, too, including 
the Obama administration, government bureaucrats, and “the 
whole of the cowering media, this network included.” 

But not everyone feels the need to apologize to Sherrod or hold 
back from criticizing the now much-praised former Department 
of Agriculture official. It’s small club, but it has some pretty 
vocal members. 

“What the hell do I have to apologize for,” said Mark Levin, 
an author and top conservative radio host. “I didn’t hire her. I 
didn’t fire her.’ 

Levin, in an interview with The Upshot, compared the media— 
including some Beltway conservatives—to minnows in an 
aquarium. If you tap the glass, they all swim one way, he said; 
tap it again, they go the other way. He said that few people 
in the media are analyzing the entire March speech, which he 
believes shows Sherrod “as somebody who’s stuck in the race¬ 
baiting game.” 

Some conservatives agree. Brent Bozell, founder of the Media 
Research Center, appeared on Levin’s show yesterday and 
similarly said that Sherrod has a race-driven agenda. 

Rush Limbaugh, on the air Thursday, praised both Bozell 
and Levin, along with Fox News host Sean Hannity for not 
backing off criticizing Sherrod or turning on Andrew Breitbart 
for posting the out-of-context clip. (Despite numerous calls to 
apologize, Breitbart still hasn’t done so and said Thursday that 
Sherrod “sees things through a racial prism.”) 

“Even Fox caved on this,” Limbaugh said. “Even Shep Smith. 
Even poor old Shep Smith went down there and said that 
everybody’s wrong on this, and Breitbart is wrong and so forth. 
There’s only a handful of us that have the guts to put this story 
straight.” 

When it comes to Fox News, O’Reilly may actually fall into 
both camps. Yes, he apologized for “not putting [Sherrod’s] 
remarks in the proper context” when calling on her to resign 
Monday night. 

But O’Reilly didn’t spend the rest of his “Talking Points” 
segment in a defensive position. 

Instead, he went back on the attack, arguing that while the initial 
scandal may have been misguided, other parts of the speech 
required an explanation.□ 


One triumph for the United States during the 
20th century was that it went from being a 
nation of largely renters to mostly homeowners. 
The American dream was made real in picket 
fences and title deeds. 

The 21st century may look very different, 
however, once President Obama decides 
whether taxpayers should continue to support 
private home purchases - knowing in hindsight 
how far the housing market has collapsed since 
2007 while leaving government with more than 
$400 billion in debt. That red ink is mainly due 
to a federal takeover of mortgage giants Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac, the great enablers of the 
home-buying binge. 

So far Mr. Obama has put off the issue of 
whether to reduce the federal role in buying a 
home, preferring instead to wait until the home 
market further stabilizes and his Treasury 
Department devises reforms for Fannie and 
Freddie. In the meantime, he signed legislation 
Wednesday aimed at reforming other areas 
of the financial system - but not the public 
mortgage system. 

Americans must be on guard to prevent 
government from again creating another 
housing bubble. This last one burst with little 
warning, polluting the economy with “toxic” 
mortgages that spread like the BP oil spill on 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

They must also be wary of again letting 
government essentially run a business. Both 
Fannie and Freddie were created by Congress, 
given implied guarantees of government 
backing, and then quotas for selling of 
mortgages. The result was political bribery by 
the housing industry to lawmakers in the form 
of campaign contributions - and more. 


One mortgage company, Countrywide Financial 
Corporation, gave discount loans to some key 
members of Congress and to 153 employees of 
Fannie Mae. 

The need for Fannie and Freddie to help low- 
income Americans is over. They were created 
by Congress decades ago as profitmaking hedge 
funds to build up an investment market for the 
buying and selling of mortgages in bundles. 
But financial markets are now big enough to 
take on most of that complex role, allowing 
government to phase out the two institutions. 
For the sake of remaking the US economy, 
Obama should endorse new and better incentives 
that entice Americans to put their savings into 
industries that can compete in global markets. 
Federal incentives for homeownership, 
while creating jobs in that industry, create an 
artificial market prone to political meddling by 
lawmakers on the take from the housing lobby. 
And, now we learn all too late, homeownership 
may not create long-term wealth or retirement 
kitties. Long-term wealth lies in competitive 
export industries and services. 

Plenty of smart economists are now devising 
clever schemes for Fannie-lite institutions, 
claiming safeguards against previous pitfalls. 
The Treasury Department is due to recommend 
its reforms to Congress in a few months. 

But any federal institution charged to subsidize 
homeownership will be prone to political 
pressures in Congress to lower lending 
standards so that more people can buy homes. 
The cycle toward a housing collapse would 
begin again. And money that might have gone 
to more productive industries and services 
would have been wasted. □

CARACAS (Reuters) - 
Venezuela rompio el jueves 
las relaciones diplomaticas 
con Colombia luego de 
que su vecino lo acusara de 
dar refugio a guerrilleros 
izquierdistas y, aunque 
puso en alerta a su Ejercito, 
un conflicto armado no se 
vislumbra en el horizonte. 

El presidente Hugo Chavez 
reacciono despues de que 
Colombia, el mayor aliado de 
Estados Unidos en la region, 
pidio a la Organizacion de 
Estados Americanos (OEA) 
enviar una mision a corroborar 
la existencia de supuestos 
campamentos rebeldes en 
Venezuela. 

“Yo me veo obligado a romper 
relaciones con el Gobierno 
de Colombia por dignidad, 
y estaremos alertas”, dijo el 
mandatario por el canal de 
TV estatal al rechazar las 
acusaciones. 

Aunque no es la primera vez 
que Colombia y Venezuela 
lastiman sus lazos bilaterales, 
el anuncio volvio a sembrar 
tension en la zona andina 
porque comparten una frontera 
de mas de 2.000 kilometros 
repleta de soldados de ambos 
bandos. 

“Yo alerto a la comunidad 
internacional que nosotros no 
aceptaremos ningun tipo de 
agresion ni de violaciones a 
nuestra soberania (...), a una 
guerra con Colombia habria 
que ir llorando pero habria 
que ir”, dijo Chavez. 

Pocos creen probable que 
el mandatario venezolano 
impulse un conflicto armado. 
Incluso Chavez dejo la puerta 
abierta para recomponer los 
lazos con el mandatario electo 
Juan Manuel Santos, quien 
asume en un par de semanas 
para suceder al archirrival 
del venezolano, el presidente 
Alvaro Uribe. 

El presidente izquierdista 
dijo que esperaba que Santos 
contribuyera a retomar la 
relacion bilateral, que desde 
mediados del ano pasado 
sufre un congelamiento en el 
comercio ante la ampliacion 
de un pacto militar entre 
Bogota y Washington que 


Chavez vio como amenaza 
para su “revolucion socialista” 
y su riqueza petrolera. 

“Sobre el tema de las relaciones 
nuestras con Venezuela, 
he creido que la mejor 
contribucion que podemos 
hacer es no pronunciamos. 
El presidente Uribe es el 
presidente de la Republica 
hasta el proximo 7 de agosto”, 
dijo Santos en rueda de prensa 
durante una visita a la Ciudad 
de Mexico.

Mientras tanto, Venezuela 
ordeno el cierre inmediato 
de su sede diplomatica en 
Bogota y dio un ultimatum de

habia denunciado a Caracas
